Quebec or Canada? 


Comment of the French language press, 
on the present military and political crisis 
over conscription is expressed in terms of 
jubilation. Quite clearly, the isolationist 
elements in French Canada feel that the 
dismissal of Colonel Ralston, the appoint- 
ment of General McNaughton and the re- 
fusal of the Prime Minister to give any 
guarantee of the use of conscripts, whether 
they are needed for overseas reinforce- 
ments or not, is a positive political victory 
for Quebec. 

Of course it is a victory for Quebec. All 
this joyous gratification expressed in the 
French language press is no more than con- 
firmation of the current Canadian belief 
that the minority which voted against the 
conscription plebiscite of 1942 is firmly in 
the saddle in Ottawa and that the demo- 
cratic principle of equal privileges and 
equal responsibilities is being openly 
flouted. 

But the amazing thing is that Quebec, 
which is louder in its expressions of love for 
Canada than any other part of the Domin- 
ion, appears to forget that a delay in send- 
ing adequate reinforcements is going to in- 
flict quite as heavy a burden on French- 
speaking fighting men as on English-speak- 
ing fighting men, 

In other words, the French - speaking 
{solationist bigots are quite willing to sacri- 
fice their own neighbors to satisfy their 
prejudice against the rest of. the country. 

For them there is no Canada but Que-

Another Housing Plan 


Wartime Housing Ltd. has offered to 
build 150 houses in Edmonton, of the $3,000 
class, to rent for $22 to $30 per month. 
A further provision is that at the end of 
ten years the city could buy the houses for 
$1,000 each. 

While particulars have not been given 
out, this looks like a kind of house-building 
program that is needed. The number pro- 
posed would go a good way to ease the 
housing situation, and it is not likely that 
private parties could build single houses of 
the same class which would be rentable at 
the rates suggested. 

It is generally accepted that a house- 
holder cannot afford to pay more than 20 
per cent of his income as rent for a place 
to live in. That rule is doubtfully possible 
of application in Canada at present, because 
building costs are high. But the proposed 
rental rates should be within reach of 
enough tenants to make the project feas- 
ible. 

As the city could buy the houses at the 
end of ten yeurs, a plan could be worked 
out to re-sell these to private parties at 
little more than the set price of $1,000. 

On its face the offer is well worth con- 
sidering, and council will be well advised to 
go into the matter thoroughly.

Neutral Effrontery 


Two items in the news bear witness to 
what are perhaps the most flagrant in- 
stances of brazen effrontery in human 
history, ; 

General Francisco Franco, fascist tyrant 
of Spain, the bloodiness of whose career 
matches even those of Hitler and Mussolini, 
the man who called in the totalitarian 
hordes of Germany and Italy to devastate 
his country, who still holds in prison hun- 
dreds of thousands of his political oppon- 
ents, demands a seat at the peace confer- 
ence table! He proposes, of course, to be 
the advocate there of the fascist principle. 

The second item announces that Presi- 
dent de Valera of Eire can give no assur- 
ance that Eire will not grant asylum to 
Axis war criminals “should justice, charity 


honor or the interests of the nation so 
require.” 

It is certainly a queer conception of 
“justice, charity and honor’ that would 
even contemplate giving aid and comfort 
to international criminals who have killed 


justice, despised charity and dishonored 
honor. 

The position of Franco and De Valera 
is not an illustration of the difficulty of be- 
ing neutral. It is an illustration of the fact 
that neutrality no longer exists and that 
the names of both these leaders can now 
be written frankly and plainly in the list 
of our enemies.

To Encourage Investment 


It is announced at Ottawa that double 
depreciation will be allowed where capital 
is invested in new projects which will be 
useful in the war effort or in the recon- 
struction period, On such projects twice 
the usual depreciation allowance will -be 

anted, in calculating income taxes. 

This does not mean that any person or 
corporation can prog eed to build a new fac- 
tory and count on getting out of taxes that 
would ordinarily have to be paid out of its 
earnings. To secure the depreciation con- 
ceasion, a certificate must be obtained from 
the Minister of Reconstruction declaring 
the project to be worth while as a producer

of war needs or as an employer of labor | 
in post-war times. 


This plan was cited when the last budget \, 


was brought down, and is already in effect. 
It should be of some consequence in en- 
couraging the fresh investment of capital, 
particularly in enterprises intended to in- 
crease the output of civilian goods when 
war requirements no longer dominate the 
situation. 

The scheme is to operate only until 
end of 1946 or until two years after 
defeat of Germany, whichever date is the 
earlier, The time limit is a signal that in- 
creased investment in post-war industrial 
projects is desired now.

| As the war enters the final phase, 
| it is clear that the very word “re- 

| construction” evokes conflicting 
emotions in the minds of most 


| people—gratitude, happiness, doubt, 
| cynicism, fear How different to 
|} the sheer elation of November, 
1918! 


This time, when organized resist- | 
ance ends in Germany, many will} 
be haunted by the memories of the 
inter-war years—the depression of 
1920 which engulfed western agri- 
culture in an avalanche of debt; the 
| ragged early twenties; the boom 
| which led, in 1930, to the greatest 
of all depressions; the fumbling, 
uncertain efforts to achieve an ef- 
fective world organization and keep 
the peace of the world. 

It was Walt Whitman, writing of 
the first great modern war, who 


or does replace Hitler with the knowledge 
of the German people, a step of extreme 
moral retrogression will have been taken 
by the Reich. 

For Hitler and Himmler are two entire- 
ly different sort of symbols. Hitler is a 
figure of insame ambition, Himmler is a 
figure of insane crime. 

There may be a sort of spurious grand- 
eur even about paranoiac ambition, Even 
Satan, so it is believed, has his moments of 
dark splendor. . 

But about Himmler there is no fantastic 
aura except that of the meanest, cheapest 
and most beastly of human emotions, Cer- 
tain perverted minds may worship heroic 
vanity. Not even a perverted mind can wor- 
ship the symbol of treachery, inhuman 
cruelty and tortuous intrigue. 

In short, the elevation of Himmler to 
the leadership of the German people would 
degrade them unspeakably. Already in 
moral poverty, they would become com- 
pletely morally bankrupt.

Five thousand years before Christ 
walked in Galilee they had a Grey- 
hound and a Terrier in Egypt and} 
Chaldea. I have seen them painted | 
on tombs at Western Thebes, far up 
the Nile, and elsewhere in the hid-

He began, in any 
case, as a cross between a French 
Staghound and a Bloodhound, The 
Bloodhound type was the Talbot, a 
great upstanding animal brought to 
this country by the Normans and 
used extensively as a house-guard. 

Later, in the Middle Ages, it was 
used as a travelling guard-dog for 
of merchants, pedlars 
and others who crossed and re- 
crossed the country by immemor- 
able bridlepaths and rough pack 
roads which wound over desolate 
moors and healthy wastes, through 
deep woods, and skirted the im-

Williams, chairman of the Hli- 
nois racing board, is campaign- 
ing for establishment of these !n- 
novations in all 22 states where 
the gee gees now gallop. He an 
nounced this Tuesday night at a 
supper in Club 21, given the press 
by William A. Shawcross, direc- 
tor of racing in Rhode Island and 
chairman of the national associa- 
tion’s committee on public rela- 
tions. 


Williams said, “I hope the public

will not misconstrue my 
for receiving barns as indicating | 
any increas¢ in tampering with} 
horses. Exactly the reverse is true

Williams pointed out that the 
current procedure of examining 
winning horses and strange act- 
ors after the race—the results of 
saliva tests and urinalyses are not 
disclosed until 24 or 48 hours 
later—does not properly protect 
the betting public, although it 
does result in penalties for dis 
honest owners. trainers and 
handlers. 

“Establishment of receiving barns 
would force owners to subject 
their horses to thorough inspecuion 
for at least two hours before each 
race,” he continued, “Indications 0! 
stimulating or depressing drugs 
might be noticed, and the victim 
ized horse withdrawn for examina 
tion. Likewise over feeding, over 
watering or improper shoeing 
artifices that might slow up a fay 
orite—could be detected, causing 
the horse to be scratched, 


SHORTAGE OF GOOD RIDERS 


ONCERNING the establishment 

of schools for apprentices, Wil- 
liams warned that the shortage of 
good novice riders “actually threat- | 
ens future racing.” He proposes that 
the commission in each racing state 
provide a school that will attract 
and train youngsters in its area, 
that the number of apprentices will 
increase; likewise their proficiency 
in the saddle. 

These schools, handled by cap 
able instructors, would be shifted 
from one operating track to an- 
other. They should combine 
practical instruction on the track 
in the morning and theoretical 
instruction at night.

If all babies developed the same 


capacities at the same 1RE it 
would be easy enough to set down 
rules about = self-feeding which 
would be applicable to all, But 
they do not. Some babies can take 
the contents of A spoon at two 
months, some may be four or so 
before they can negotiate it success 
fully. 

Babies do not intend to repudi 
ate what is being fed them. The 


fact is, they may want it. But they 
treat the spoon as they have been 
accustomed to treat the bottle 
nipple. They push at it with thei: 
tongues. When this is a mouthful 
of soft food the tongue pushes it 
right out of their mouths 

And then mother says, in aggrav- 
ation, “Now why doesn't he like 
that good cereal? I know it is pre 
pared properly.” Of course it 
And don’t let your own tension and 
nervousness about baby’s behavior 
tempt you to get cross or scold or 
influence his behavior by your own 
Then you do set up future difficul 
ties 

It Is absolutely essential to be 
calm when feeding the baby. He 
will reflect the parent's strains 
and be unable to do as well as | 
he might if his mother kept a 
smiling face and acted all of the | 
time as if this were a lot of fun. 

Start with a small spoonful of 
a new food and offer it when the 
child is rested and able to try to 
learn new skills, Do not force the 
spoon on a hungry baby, eager 
to get at his familiar bottle. Give 
him the bottle and when he stops 
to take breath and enjoy a big 
burp, then introduce the spoonful 
of smooth, warm cereal, or the 
sieved, warm vegetable. Give one 
spoonful and if he pushes it out 
with his tongue, wipe his mouth, 
try another spoonful and talk to 
him gently and persuasively until 
he manages to swallow it. Then 
stop and offer the bottle again‘
